The Blair educational bill at the 
last session of Congress passed the 
Senate. It now sleeps in the House 
Committee on Labor. Senator 
Blair writes to a friendin this State 
that it will be called up soon, and 
he feats it it will be beaten unless 
the friends of education rally to its 
support. The bill provides that the 
government shall ex pen J $79,000,000 
for public education, the amount to 
be distributed among the various 
States on the basis of illiteracy. 
Two millions of this amount incor- 
- porated in the bill under the Logan 
amendment, is to be used in the 
construction of school houses; the 
rest in the payment of teachers. 
The special object of the bill is to 
provide educational facilities for 
the Southern States where the illit- 
eracy is alarming. Twenty-four 
years ago four millions of .slaves 
became the nation’s wards,and now 
citizens of a free country, they 
knock at the door of our free 
schouls. In the interest of Repub- 
lican institutions they should be 
educated. By reason of the ravages 
of war and the extreme poverty of 
the South, the South cannot edu- 
cate the blacks; if educated at ail, 
it must be thiough aid from the 
natiou’s treasury. 


For more than a year past there 
has been a systematic effort made 
in the interest of John Sherman for 
President. Goveruor Foraker is the 
leader of this movement. A few 
_ months ago, in his office at Colum- 
bus, the Governor said to the writer 
that he was confident that Ohio 
would send to the convention, a 
solid delegation for Sherman. We 
notice that Foraker as authority is 
being now quoted by the press 
throughout the country. It is ex- 
cusable for Obio to think well of 
this favorite son but the great West 
will never fall into line. The 
friend of Wall Street can never be 
the friend of the silver producing 
regions. The statesman who has 
filled his coffere through relations 
withthe moneyed magnates of the 
East can never be the friend of the 
sons of toilof the West. When on 
this coast two years ago Sherman 
talked silver and anti-Chinese and 
other interests of ours but the peo- 
ple looked on him with distrust. 
The Pacific Coast is n0 admirer of 
Sherman oor is it likely ever to be 
his friend.

A Divided Party. 

WASHINGTON, February 9. 
Speaker Carlisle yesterday received 
a letter signed by John S. Henderson, 
Geo. D. Wise and Sam Randall, of 
which the following extracts convey 
significance : 

Dear Sir—We regret exceedingly 
that you could not see your way clear 
to give recognition yesterday to some 
Democrat to enable him “to move to 
suspend the rules for the purpose of 
giving the House an opportunity to 
consider the question ofa total repeal 
of the internal revenue tax on to- 
bacco.”’ Your refusal to give this rec- 
ognition, together with your letter of 
the 7th instant, deserve more than a 

sing notice. If two-thirds of the 
ouse are in favor of such repeal, it 
was a grave responsibility for you to 
oppose such a large majority of repre- 
sentatives of the people. Assuming 
however, for the sake of argument, 
that the friends of the proposition con- 
stitute a less number than two-thirds, 
their strength is certainly such that 
they aught to have been permitted to 
test the sense of the House upon the 
question, especially since the country 
is watching with intense interest the 
action of the House in respect thereto, 
and the constituents ofa large num- 
ber of members of the House have 
been urging them to obtain, if possi- 
ble, a consideration of this subject. 
We do not wish to be misunderstood; 
we earnestiy desire from a rty 
standpoint, that recognition should 
have been given to a Democrat to 
make a motion, but we could vote 
cheerfully for that proposition, whether 
made by a Democrat or Republican. 
We believe that the friends of a repeal 
of the tobacco tax were so strong ino 
the House, that we would save to the 
opp tax-payers of this coun- 
try, an anoual redaction of tax- 
ation, to the extent of $28,000,000. 
A motion made during the last six 
days of the session would almost cer- 
tainly be too late to secure the favor- 
able consideration for the question in 
the Senate. Weth nk that a revision 
of the tariffand of the internal revé- 
nue laws can be attained from time to 
time, by reforming the obvious and 
greater grievances of the two systems 
and that we should not refuse to nake 
such reforms because sweeping 
changes have not been practical. Ifthe 
House was considered competent to 
deal with the Silver question, with the 
Pension question and the Oleomarga- 
rine question, free from the dictation 
of the Democrats in caucus, we think 
it ought to be competent to deal with 
the quest:on of a reduction of taxation. 
A caucus ought not now to beinvoked 
to justify the policy of the delay and 
non-action on this subject. We sin- 
cerely hope, with you, that some plan 
mag yet be devised which will enable 
the House to consider the whole sub- 
= of revenue reduction and revision, 
o a spirit of fairness to all interests, 
and in accordance with the letter and 
spirit of the National Democratic party

WASHINGTON, February 9. 

The House Coxncmittee on Indian 
Affairs yesterday ordered a favorable 
report on the bill granting to the Ari- 
zona Narrow Gaage Railway Com- 
pany the rigkt of way through the 
White Mountain Indian Reservation. 

The following bills have passed the 
Senate: To prohibit any officer, agent 
or servent of the government from 
hiring or contracting for the laber of 
prisoners; to amend the statutes in re- 
lation to the immediate trausportation 
of dutible goods; Ead’s bill went over 
till Thursday; Senate bill for securing 
statistics of the extent and value of the 
vessels in the fisheries of the United 
States and the House bill relating to 
the importing of mackerel caught der- 
ing the spawning season were taken 
up. During the discussion on the 
bill, Edmunds presented a report from 
the Commissioner of Fisheries, as to 
the complaints from the owners of 
yessels of ill treatment on the Cana- 
dian coast, showing 67 cases in addi- 
tion to those reported to the State De- 
partment. Ordered printed. On 
motion of Hoar, an amendment was 
adopted, postponing the period when 
the bill is to take effect from March 1, 
1887, to March 1, 1888. Without dis- 
posing of the bill, the Senate went | 
into secret session and soon adjourned.

said the Chinese government did not 
desire to embarass the relations be- 
tween the two nations by a continu- 
ance of immigration, and there was a 
disposition to modify the treaty 
so as t& bring about results 
very much more effective than 
could be secured by legislation. With 
this assurance the Committee did not 
intend to bring up the matter now. 
The respective merits of the Senate 
bill, (which provides for the ascertain- 
ment of the loss incurred,) and the 
House bill (which makes a direct ap- 
propriation of $147,748) were briefly 
discussed. Morrow of California fav- 
ored the Senate bill, and criticized 
Congress for not performing its duty 
to the country, by the passage of a 
bill restricting Chinese immigration. 
The Hoase bill was substituted for the 
Senate bill by a vote of 101 to 68, and 
as so amended the bill was passed. 

The House then passed the Senate 
bill prohibiting the importation of 
opium into the United States by any 
subject of the Emperor of China. The 
House passed a bill to inquire into the 
effect of the International Convention 
of March 4, 1884, for the protection of 
submarine cables. McCreary of Ken- 
tucky, called up the bill authorizing 
the President of the United States to 
arrange a conference for the purpose 
of promoting arbitration and encour- 
aging reciprocal, commercial relatious 
between the United States of America 
and the Republic of Mexico, Central 
and South America, and the Empire 
of Brazil. 

Beecher on Dr. MeGlynun. 
Caicaao, February 5. 

The Tribune's New York special 
says: Rev. Henry Ward Beecher, re- 
ferring to Dr. McGlynn, said to a cor- 
respondent: “Father McGlynn is a 
splendid man, a public-spirited man, 
and if he were a Protestant clergyman 
I would say, ‘That’s right, go mght 
ahead!’ But Father MveGlynn is a 
Roman Catholic priest, and therefore 
there is nothing left for him to do but
